PSYCHOLOGY. 

Supt. Monroe followed with an ad- 
dress upon the subject Needs and 
Methods of Studying Psy. . No 
subject is more 1 ant for the 
teacher, but it is very commonly found 
that teachers take but little interest in 
it. They are hog to adopt the 
methods of another person, instead of 
studying underlying Principles for 
themselves. Some un tanding of 
the subject must be the property of 
every successful teacher. Ib is needed 
before any proper task can be assigned, 
or before proper judgments can be 
passed upon the actions of pupils. 

Reluctance to adopt new methods 
comes from a lack of misunderstanding 
of psychology. Mind growth not bein 
understood, the teacher can only imi- 
tate and follow a method for the rea- 
son that others have done so 

Teachers were advised to study their 
own mental power; to learn what 
powers are best developed; under what 
circumstances the best work can be ac- 
The children must be 
studied in like manner, and all these 
results com with some good book 
upon the subject of mind. 

Power of attention must be studied. 
Attention alone distinguishes the 
thinker from the dreamer, Pupils fail 
continually to do their work, because 
they do not have or do not exercise 
attention. 

Physiology is an introduction to the 
study of psychology, and is most valu- 
able for understanding. ‘The degree of 
attention at any time depends very 
largely upon the amount of nervous 
energy at command. Likewise the 
senses need to be understood in order 
to be trained. 

F. A. Molyueaux of Pomona next 
discussed the subject of 

‘*PROFESSIONAL COURTESY” 
in an able and entertaining paper. 
“People should be as courteous toa 
man as to a picture—namely, to give it 
the advantage of a good light.’ 

Teachers should constitute a broth- 
erbsod, with a great deal more of fra- | de 
ternal feeling. 

As a nation we are lacking in cour- 
tesy. Manners do not make the man, 
but they do make the man much more 
agreeable. The cultivation of cour- 
tesy is one of the greatest needs in our

Is there any greater need in all the 
wide range of American education 
than the cultivation of courtesy in 


every relation of life? Since the mor- 
al effect of this high u ure living is 
to make us unmindful of the rights
